particulars. 

The proposed size oi ihe Houue la 
Identical with that provided for In 
the Crnmpacker bill, passed by the 
House at the last amion of Con- 
gress, but not acted upon by the 
Senate. The Houston bill, passed 
to-day. leaves to the LeRlslatures of 
the different States the power to re- 
Itrrange the congressional districts 
-~In tbalr ra«»*JtlTa SUtw on the new 
population basto of ona mambar for 
each 2n,«77 of Inbabltaata. 

The two Important amendments 
proposed to-day and defeated after 
long debate were to put the redls- 
trtctlng power In the hands of the 
GoTomors of SUtes when the T.eg- 
Islatures had fallad to act, and to 
limit the House In tha futura to a 
iiiHii'i-orshii) of -130 or 4SS, learlng 
future reapportionmanta to the 8ec- 
retary of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. 

Both of these amendments were 
vir:orously championed by the Re- 
publicans and with soma DamoeraUc 
support. Mr. Sherlay, of Kentucky, 
first offered the "Crumpacker 
amendment." as It was known, to 
raatrlct the size of the House to 4 30 
In tha future, and later Mr. Crum- 
paekar submitted It again as a part 
of a formal motion to recommit the 
1,111 to the Committee on Canana to 
la VP the amendment put Into It. On 
a reroril vote on this motion the 
Democrats voted It down. 178 to 99. 
Powers Falls t<> I>ra« Klre. 
RaprasenUtlTa Caleb Powers, of 
the Sleyantb Kentucky district, fail- 
ed to draw the lire of tha Kantueky 
Democratic Congressmen whaa he 
offered amendments to the reappor- 
tionment bin aimed at the present 
gerrymander of thr smtp. Powers 
first wanted to provide that congres- 
alonal dIstrleU should not differ by 
more than 10,000 of population. He 
made a speech In support of the 
amendment, and It was voted down 
l,v 107 to 66. He then offered 
amendments designed to piovput a 
difference of more than r.o.oon or 
76.000 population, both of which 
were voted down. Following their 
polloy of Ignoring the Bleyonth Ken- 
tuokv district member, his Demo- 
cratic colleagues declined to pay 
any attention to the Powers speech. 
Chairman Houston, of Tennessee, 
started to reply to Voyr^n. but was 
requested not to do so. and raeumed 
his seat.

Boston. April .TO.— The full 
strength of the Socialist party of

A telegram was sent to I'resldent

entire power of Its 4,000 organisa- 
tions and its press. conslsllnK of ten 
dailies, over 100 weeklies and ten 
monthlies, in all languages, to be 
used In tha defense of the McNama- 
ras. and any other help within our 
power." 

A communication was also ad- 
dressed to the locals of th.e Social- 
ist party condemning the arrest of 
the men as "suggesting a deliberate 
plot," claiming the prosecution of 
tha man was "Inaplrad by the Na- 
tional Manjifacturars' Association." 
and that the whole affair waa "a 
dastardly conspiracy on the part of 
organized capital In this country to 
crush organised labor by erima and 
violence." 

Tha eommunleation calls upon the 
locals to ralaa money for the de- 
fense of the accused and for the 
carrying on of an aggreasive cam- 
paign for Socialism In California 
and particularly In Los Angeles.

— Many 
changaa In the school laws are rec- 
ommended by the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Kentucky Educational 

Association. 

Secretary T. W. Vinson reports 
that the committee sutgesis the 
abolishment of the State Hoard of 
Education and the present State 
Board of Examiners and that a State 
Board of Education be substituted, 
consisting of .seven member?, com- 
prising the Stale Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, the Attorney 
Ceneral. the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture and four professional men 
to be appointed by the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction: 
tliat the County Board of Education 
shall have the power to provide for 
supervisors for rural schools; that 
the Legislature shall pass a law to 
enable the counties to vote upon 
the proposition of bonding itself for 
building and equipping school- 
houses; that the law be changed tn 
prevent the establishment of Inde- 
pendent ^railed sc'iools excojil !n 
eilios of the lirst six classt's. e.xtept 
when they ahall be voted and levied 
for an amount equal In tax to the 
maximum amount which Is levied 
by the County Board of Education;

The ceiiHUH shows that there are 
In Kentucky .1.74.' Sunday Schools, 
a gain of 2a» as compared with 3,- 
4IC tbraa yaara ago. Tha raroll- 
ment tkla yaar ta S0i,174, a gala of 
47,104 as compared with ICl.OOO 
the enrollmant in 1908. 

JeiTerson county has now 18S 
Sunday Schools, with an enrollment 
of 34,628. Thiee years ago there 
were 1T.1 schools, With an anroll- 
ment of 30.390. 

Naxt to JatTenoB, our own Ohio 
county haa the banner enrollment 
nnd number of schools of any coun- 
ty in the State. The stupendous 
number of us schools with a total 
of 8,193 attendants, go to our cred- 
it, although In the Courier-Journal's 
aummtng up of thla mattar, wa get 
no aapacial mention. 

Some of the mountain counties 
have shown derided jironress In Sun- 
day School work. Lelclier (ounty. 
which three years ago had five Sun- 
day Schools, with an enrollment of 
233, now haa ten achoola, with an 
enrollment of 650, and Lee county 
has advanced from thirteen schools, 
wlih an enrcillinent fpf ".".(i, to twt'n- 
ty-three s(hools, with nu enroll- 
nirnt of 1. .",.)(;. 

Hreathltt county has not done ao 
well in Sunday Schools aa it haa tn 
feuds. It haa twenty-aix Sunday 
Schoola, the aame number that it 
had in 1908, but the enrollment has 
fallen from 1,851 to 1.4 7ii. 

Tayetle county's Sunday S( llOol.^ 
have Increased from forty-six to 
fifty, nnd its enrollment from .".,9S1 
to 6,G78. Campbell's achoola in- 1 
creaaed from fifty to flfty-alx, and 
Its enrollment from .'sl.lG to 7,698. 
MrCracken shows an Increase In 
Fchorils from forty-two to (iftv-ono, 
mid its eiirollnieiit from 4,ij77 to 
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DavlcBs county, according to the 
cenauB report, decreaaed in the num- 
ber of achoolH and in enrollment. 
Three years aso there were forty 
Sunday S( hools in the county, vith 
an enrollment of ',.?,:','>. wiiile the 
new census shows only thlrty-nlnc 
schools with 4,627 enrcUed. Hen- 
derson county loat one achool dur- 
ing the three years, but increaaod its 
attendance. In 1908 there were 
forty-three schools, with 4,267 en- 
rolled, while the new census shows 
forty-two achoola, with 4,5S3 achol- 
nrs. 

The Sunday Schools of the State 
are much better orgsniied than they 
were three yeara ago, according tn 
Secretary Joplln, and are doing 
much better work. Durlni? that pe- 
riod several thousand teachers have 
conii)lete<l a sjiecial trainiuK course 
jirppared by the State Sunday 
School Committee, and there has 
been a great increaae in tha number 
of adult BIbIa elaaaaa, more than 
400 new ones having been organiz- 
ed since 1;hiS. 

"Thorp has been a treat improve- 
ment In uradluK the scliools and In 
their equipment," says Mr. Joplln. 
"Th'a Sunday Schoola art ' be- 
coming more and more real 
schoola where teaching ia done. We 
And that 86 par cent of the mem- 
bers romlnir Into the churches come 
from the Sunday Schools. Great 
stress has been laid In the Sunday 
Schoola on a dailnita confession of 
religion and praparatlon for.

Los Angeles, Cel.. April SS.— 
John J. McNaihara, aecretary of the 

International Bride and Structural 
Irion Workers' Association; his 
brother, James B. McNamara, and 
Ortle B. McManlgnl. the alleged 
dynamite oonaplmtotg aceuaed of 
blowing up the Ttmea new^per 
plant last October, killing twenty- 
one men, are In the Los Antteles Jail 
to^ay in separate steel cells, sur- 
rounded by extra guards. All three 
men are charged with murder. 

Their arrival Weilnaaday after a 
sensational journey in irons from 
Indianapolis and Chicago, algnallsea 
the beginning of what is expected 
to be a deaperate letal atruggle. 
Than far, howerer. ao deflnlte ar- 
rangementa have hmm made to Ini- 
tiate their defenae. 

O. N. Hilton, counsel for the 
Weatem Federation of Miners, who 
came here preanmably to Join coun- 
sel for the defenae. atarted to-day to 
eatabllah headquartera and a work- 
ing force to launch the battle, but 
stopped all preparations when he re- 
ceived a telegram from President 
Ryan, of the Iron Workers' Associa- 
tion, aaylng that nil matters per> 
talnlng to the defenae of the inter- 
national aecretary aad bia reputed 
confederates were tn the handa of 
Indianapolis lawyers. 

"There is almost an infinity of 
thinga auffering to be done at once," 
aald Attorney Hilton. "But there 
hare been ao preparations and there 
is no money In eight except the fund 
aggregating $2.">0,000 iihdKed by 
President Moyer, of the Western 
Federation of Miners." 

The alleged conapirators arrived 
at the Jail In automobitea after run- 
ning the gauntlet of two eruahing 
crowda, which in their eagemesa to 
get a glimpse of the prisoners, over- 
bore the efforts of more than a score 
of detectives and deputy ■heriffa de- 
tailed to hold them back. 

'The men were taken from the 
California Limited train In Paaade- 
na and, on the nine-mile trip to the 
county Jail by automobile, speed 
laws were disregarded. During the 
trip from Dodye Cily. Kan., where 
John J. McNamara boar<led the train 
bearing hie brother and McManlgal, 
the three men were kept in aepa- 
rate compartmenta. John . knew 
that his brother was under arrest, 
because he caught a K'limpse of him 
as he entered the rallro.Td station in 
the Kansas town, hut John was ig- 
norant of the situation of bla al- 
leged confederatea. 

Jamaa McNamara and MeManlgat 
were taken from the train nt the 
main station in Pasadena and hus- 
tled Into a motor ciw, while John 
remained In his eompjirtmer.t until 
Raymond, a suburh.ia station of 
Pasadena, was reached, where a sec- 
ond automobile was in waiting. 

Conaplcuoua in the crowd there 
was Mrs. D. I^. Ingersoll, the wu- 
ninn wlio Is exi)pcted to play a iirom- 
inent iiart in the prosi riitlon. M:'!t. 
lUKersoli is tlie San Francisco board- 
ing house kee|>er in whose place the 
man known as J. B. Bryce atayed 
prior to the deatructlon of the Times 
building. 

Jamea McNamara. according to 
William J. Bums and tlie other de- 
tectives, la held as Hryce. the man 
who is alleged to have laid the in- 
fernal machines that blew up the 
newspaper plant, and the woman 
waa there to Identify him. 

Seated In a third automobile, 
drawn up by the side of the one 
which was to transport the 
prisoners, she peered into the 
face of McNamara as he climb- 
ed into the machine. The man 
waa shackled to an ofBeer, but 
he kept bla unbound hand be- 
fore hla face. In aplte of thla, Mm. 
Ingeraoll declared afterward that 
he waa Bryce. 

The nine-mile journey to the Jail 
was made in twenty minutes and 
McManlgal and James B. McNamara 
were hardly out of the priaoa corri- 
dor before the automobile carrying 
John McNamara arrived. 

The three prisoners were placed 
In separate cells and will have no 
opportunity to concerse with each 
other. They made no reqaett ot thia 
authorltlea to-day that tbey'be per- 
permltted to aee attornayal AKfcongh 
they will be aUowed that right when

Los Angeles, Cai.. April 28. —

New Tort, AprU SS.— The first 
book ever printed from movable 
types last night brought the hlgh- 
eat price ever paid for any book. 
The prise waa tba Outent>erg Bible, 
the purcbaaer, Henry E. Hunting- 
ton, of Loe Angelee. and the price 
$60,000. 

The purehaae waa made at the op- 
ening aeaaton at the aale of the li- 
brary of the late Robert Hoe, the 
largest public auction sale of books 
ever attempted. Kxperts have es- 
timated the collection to be worth 
more than a mlllloa dollar*, and 
wealthy aowtonrs and dealera from 
Burope had eome to vie with the 
American collectors in the bidding. 

The highest price previously paid 
for the Gutenberg Bible was $20.- 
000, at which Bernard Quaritch 
pnrehaaed It in England fourteen 
year ago. At a private aale he dis- 
poeed ot It shortly itfterward to Mr. 
Hoe at a prolt of IS.lOO, and it 
haa remained In the Roe collection 
ever since. The copy was printed 
some time between 1450 and 1455. 

Bidding for the treasured book 
waa aplrited. with Bernard Qtuultoh, 
aon ot the torm«> owner, partlet- 
patlag uatll the btda passed the$Sl,- 
000 mark. From there It Jumped 
by thousands at a clip to $45,000. 
At $49,000. P. A. B. Widener, of 
Philadelphia, who had been the 
most determined of the ru^aera-up, 
dropped out of the race, aad the ev- 
en fSO.OOO waa bid by Mr. Hnating- 
ton. 

The total sales of the day and 
night sessions were $134,866 for 
379 numbers. 

Next to the Gutenberg Bible, the 
Book of St. Albana. compiled by Jo- 
llana Bemers and publlahed by Cax- 
ton In 1486, brought the highest 
price — $12.000 — also bought by 
Mr. Huntington. It ia the third 
book ever set Up iB type by Dntlish 
printers. 

The tenth book of the htotory of 
the Ethiopians, by Hellodorua, print 
ed In Baale, Switserland, by Ican- 

nein Oporinum In 1.';."2 and bound 
by Orolier, went to Walter M. Hill, 
of Chicago, for $.",000. 

A history of Italy, by Francesco 
Oulcclardinl, bound by Nicholas 
Kve in 1661, with a full-length 
portrait In moaale, of morocco and 
vellum, of Henry III., was bought 
for $3,600 by Mr. Huntington, who 
was the heaviest buyer of the day.

Hugo Oik came here f'om Oer-

In St. Louia. l)ut bail taken an art 
course In Ciermany. nnd bad brought 
bis brother from that country. 

Becoming very friendly with the 
Roehlks. Hugo Oik mentioned them 
In hlB letters to his sisters in Ger- 
many. The young women came to 
St. I.niiitt two years ago, and last 
summer they and Oik moved into 
the Olive-street studio, and the two 
women began to keep house for the 
three men. 

• Last August," said Louis Roe- 
hlk, "Maria and I decided that we 
would be married, but not in the or- 
dinary manner.

er, two bushels of poUtoes: lunch- 
eon, one sheep; tip to wslter, one 
and a half bushels of carrots; din- 
ner, four bushels of rye; tip to wait- 
er, one bushel of oaloBs; room, half 
a car of turalps. 

The Seaator from North Dakota 
does not Include la the reckoning 
the price of theater tickets for the 
evening's diversion, nor the trans- 
portation and the supper afterward.

The traaslatloa of th« paymsnt

bulk or spectacular appearance. 
They may buy something they do 
not really want l)ecause they seem 
to bq getting a great deal for their 
money. The successful auctioneer 
knows of this human frailty, and Is 
not slow to take advaatage of It. 
The child with a penny to spend for 
candy cares little for quality, and 
takes seven for a cent in preference 
to six, because his penny seems to 
further In the purchaae. 

No one eaa realise the conven- 
ience of money till he thlaka of 
what it would msaa to Morgan or 
Rockefeller to have a colossal for- 
tune changed Into oats and cab- 
bages, onions and potatoes. The 
conductor who was paid a couple of 
sweet swset potatoes Instead of a 
nickel by each passenger would 
hsve no room in his car for pas- 
sengers. What an experience It 
would be to carry a handfiil of 
beans In one's pocket to pay for the 
morning paper, or to make a pur- 
chase with a pumpkin and receive a 
few aquaahea In chansw! The In- 
stitution of money, often roundly 
abused hv moralists, deserves Its 
popularitv I I'hllndelphla Ledger.

Reciprodtir 



IN my annnal nmaaaga of Dec. 6, 
I'Jio, I atatad that tha poUcy of 
broader and cloeer trade rela- 
tions with tbs Dominion of Can- 
ada which waa InltUted in tbe adjust- 
BMBt of the amximnm and minimum 
proTlskms of tbe tariff act of Aug. 0, 
1000, bad proved mutually beneficial 
and that It Juatifled further eSorta tor 
tba readjoatment of the co mm a tal al 
relatlona of tbe two countries. 

On tbe Ttb of the present month two 
cabinet ministers came to Waablngtoa 
as rapreeenUtlTea of tbe Domtailon 
goremmoat and tha conferancea ware 
continued between them and tbe esc* 
rotary of state. The result of the ne- 
gotiations was that on tbe 21st Inst, a 
reciprocal trade agreement waa reached. 

One by one the controreralee reanlt* 
ing from the uncertalntlea which at> 
tended the partition of Britlab tarrt* 
tory on the American continent at tha 
cloee of the Revolution and which were 
Inevitable under the then conditlona 
have been eliminated, some by arbltta'- 
tlon and some by direct negotiation. 

Tbe path having been thus opened 
for the Improvement of commercial re- 
lattoaa. a reciprocal trndc agreement Is 
the logical aequence ot all that baa 
been accomplished in disposing of mat- 
ters of a diplomatic and controversial 
character. The identity of Interest of 
two peoples linked to-ether by race, 
language, political institutions nnd geo- 
graphical proximity offers th,? fv^unda- 
tlon. 

The guiding motive In seeking ad- 
justment of trade relations betw(>en 
two countriea ao altuat«>d geographical- 
ly should bo-to-gtre pluy to productlva 
forces as far as practicable, regardless 
of political boundaries. While equlvs* 
lency should be sought In an arrange- 
ment of this character, an exact bal- 
ance of financial gain Is neither Imper- 
ative nor nttnlnnble. No yardstick can 
measure the benefits to the two peo- 
ples of this freer commerelal Inter- 
course, and no trade agreenMnt aboold 
be Judged wholly by cnstom boasa ata- 

1 1st ICS. 

We have reached n stage In our own 
development that calls for a states- 
manlike and broad view of our future 
economic status and Its re<|ulrements. 
We have drawn upon our natural re- 
sources In such a way ns to invite at- 
tention to tlieir iiei ess: l y limit. This 
has properly nroused elTort to eo:u»en-e 
them, to nvold their waste nnd t'» re- 
strict their use to our lu-cessitles. We 
have so Increased in population and In 
our consumption of foiHl products and 
the other ms-ossltles of life, hitherio 
supplli d largely from our own country, 
tli.it unless we materially Increase our 
imaluetlon wo cnn see Iieforo us a 
change iti our pconomlc position from 
thiit of n country selling to the w-orld 
foi«l nnd natural products of the farm 
nnd forest to one consuming and Im- 
iwriing them. 

Ought we not, then, to nrrnngea com- 
men ial iigreemi-nt with ranada. If we 
i-an. by which we shall have direct ac- 
cess to her great supply iff natural 
products without an obstructing or 
prohlbltotj- tariff? This Is not a vio- 
lation of the protective principle, n« 
that lias been aulhorilatively an- 
nounce<l by tlioso who uphold It, be- 
cnuso that principle docs not call for 
n tnrllT between this country and one 
whose conditions as to iiroductlon, 
po|iulntIon und wages are so like ours 
nnd when our common iMumdary line 
of ."t.ooo miles in Itself must mtikc a 
radhiil distinction l>etwet'n our com- 
mcrclul trcntuieiit of Canada and ot 
any other oouniry. 

The Dominion has gn>atly prosper- 
ed. It bns nn in-tlve, nggresslve and 
intelligent pcsiple. They nre coming 
to the parting of the ways. They 
must soon decide whether thjM* are to 
regard themselves as Isolated per- 
maneully from our markets by a per- 
petual wall or whetlnT we are to be 
commercial friends. If we give them 
reason to take the former view cnn we 
complain If they adopt methods deny- 
ing access to certain of their natural 
resources except upon conditions quite 
unfavorable to us? \ notable instance 
of such a potwlblllty may be seen In 
the conditions surrounding the supply 
of pulp wood and the manufacture ot 
print paper, for which we have made 
a conditional provlsUm In the agree- 
ment, believed to be equitable. 

The entire foreign trade of Canada 
In the last fiscal year. 1010. was |6SB,- 
000.000. I^ho Imports were $370,000^- 
OOO, and of this amount the United 
Statea contributed more than I223.000.- 
QOOk Tbe redaction In the dutiee im- 
posed by Canada will largely increaaa 
tbla amount and give us even a larger 
share of her market than we now en- 
Joy, great as that la.

Washington. April 88.— While 

American nilsslonarios are working 
energetically In (lelds across the 
Beas, about 4,000,000 children in 
the United Statei are being brought 
up without educational faellltlee of 
any aort, and tha toraign conatrloa 
to which the United States send mla- 
plonariea arc recli)tocatlnc by sup- 
plying money to aid America's neg- 
lected boys and girls. 

Thesa are some of the facts 
brought out at to-day's sessions of 
tha Mothers' Congraaa. Tha day 
was devoted to problems concerning 
the welfare of the children. 

MIfss Martha f!|p|nw made the In- 
teresting statement that America 
was now doing more for children in 
the Philippines and Guam than for 
chlltlran- la-tfacrnoantain-dtstrieta of 
Its own territory. She added that 
forelL'ii countries to wiilcli America 
\v;is sc'iiilinK nilsslonnrles had al- 
iciidv si tu lioiuitlniis "to lielp bet- 
ter the conditions of children in the 
mountain raglona." 

Miss Olelow declared that U aoma 
of the diatrlcu aha had vlaltad. chil- 
dren ware compelled to walk seven 
VI lies to school and said she had 
f i('(|iienlly seen hovels tlio doors of 
Which were the hides of animals. 

Judge William H. DeLacy, of the 
Juvenile Court, told the congress to- 
night that If parenU In tha United 
States were delinquent In thair du- 
ties to their children, the State 
f:luiiil(l compel the parents to per- 
form those duties, and lie added 
that if the neglect continued. It be- 
came the duty of the State to make 
aultable provision for the protection 
of the children. 

Judge DeLacy has made a long 
siiid i xliiiiisl ive study <if child wel- 
fare and was tlie first jvid^e of the 
District of roliinibia .Tiivetiile ('ouii. 

"In our Declaration of Independ- 
ence," ha said, "wa held It to be 
self-evident that all men were creat- 
ed equal and that they were endow- 
«il by ilii lr Creator witli certain In- 
alieii:i!ili' rights— the rl^lit to life, 
libnty niid the pursuit of happiness 
— and that to conserve these rights, 
govammanta were eatabllahad. -The 
Oovamment has baan formed to pro- 
tect the rights of the children as 
well as others, so that ujion failure 
of parents, from whatever cause, to 
iiccord their rlRhts to the children. It 
becomes the duty of the State to 
protect the children, either by en- 
forcing tha parental dutlea or by 
making aultable provision for them 
tf the parents will not." 

Among other features of the day 

was a series of steri opt icon views 
shown by Logan \V. I'aKe. of the 
good roads department of the Oov- 
ernment. These pictures and their 
attendant descriptions were a part 
of the r>ropaKanda for good roads In 
Isolated (ilaces to i)ermit children 
to attend school. 

Mrs. Frank <le Carmo.of St.Louis, 
Kald that in the Smitli the people 
were being awakened to the neces- 
sity of good roads, and that la many 
diatricta moving plcturea were be- 
ing used to emphasise this need.
